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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has amended the claims to include the negative limitation of the supports being 
pivoted by an actuator wherein the actuator is not a printed sheet or sheets. This defines over US 
Patent No. 6,089,771 to Takemura which disclosed that the weight of the paper or stack is what 
caused the supports to pivot (Col. 33, lines 54+; see also Figs. 29a-d). Several references 
disclose supports which pivot due to an actuator which is not the stack (See e.g. US Patent No. 
6,238,1 14 to Bennett, IE et al.) however these references did not include an exit tray assembly 
which was collapsible with respect to the housing which is required by the claim language of the 
independent claims. Therefore, the independent claims have defined over the prior art of record 
and are allowable.
